by the commander of the Sturg 


He said they went up the 
Skugyerak and got into position 
early on the morning of 
September 2. It was blowing 
hard, 

At dusk the hydrophone ouperator 
reported that he heard o very faint 
sound of a ship. The Sturgeon sur- 
faced and ao few minutes later two 
smali German destroyers were sight- 
ed, and just afterwards a very large 
transport some distance ‘away was 
silhouetted against the light of the 
setting sun. 

The crew of the Sturgeon went to 
the diving stations and brought 
torpedo tubes to the ready and fired 
torpedocs os the transport was going 
away from them. 

Ship Blows Up 

The submarine submerged im- 
mediately, but soon afterwards came 
up. Everything was quict with the 
transport steaming on with her 
escorted destroyers, but a moment 
or two later they heard a great ex- 
plosion and saw a gigantic column of 
smoke golng up from the transport. 

The submarine went further away 
from the transport and once an 
acroplane swooped right over them 
but they were not spotted. a 
. After about ten minutes, the trans- 
port burst Into flames .and became 
a blazing mass from stém to stern.

The alarm sounded immediately 
on the klaxons, and a few minutes 
Inter our 6-Inch and stern high- 
angle guns begun their uproar. 
The ship lay wallowing jn the 
trough of the swells—a_ wide-open 
target—and torpedo after torpedo 
came at her from the hidden sub- 
marines, which, however, 
kept at u distance by the: gun bar- 
rage. 

The gun crews could see the tor- 
pefloes coming at them so, through- 
out the action, one of the stern high- 
anzule guns, depressed to its lowest 
point, was actually firing at the tor- 
pedocs and diverted several from 
their course. I myself observed at 
least six bounce out of the water and 
fo speeding harmiessly past the 
ship. 


Race To Save Us 


I suw the mervellous high-angle 
gun on the stern hard at  pump- 
ing shot In front of the torpedo 
wakes which were coming at us now 
and again. 

And I saw something cise, Just 
fs I got to the bridge I saw a radlo 
operator coming down from the 
broken aftermast. Somehow he had 


decided to get 


mnnnaged to climb up thet mast and 
re-rig the serial, and now he was 
racing towards tho radio cabin. 1 
learned afterwards thatywithin three 
minutes of reaching thé radio room 
he had mannged to get a code mes- 
sugee over, Those three minutes 
helped to snve us, because a minute 
Inter the last two torpedoes hit us, 
wrecking the radio apparatus and 
the acrinl--for good this time.

An excellent address Was 
given to Rotary Jast Tuesday by ' 
Major Willcocks, the Commis- 
sioner of Prisons, It was & 
sincere straightforward account 
of the immense problems which 
confront the authorities in this 
Colony when dealing with crime. 

Where the standard of living for 
so muny people ts low, and the hous- 
ing conditions so bad und in some 
censes non-existent, it is impossible to 
make the condivens of life In prison 
harsher than they are outside. 


The only punishment therefore 15 
deprivation of Uberty and loss of 
fuce. The prison becomes for such 
people after the Initial shock, a 
pleasant retreat. It is really doing 
much of the work the poor law 
institutions do In England. 

There 1s the story of the youth who 
;uppreached a former employer and 
wsked for a job, On enquiring the 
latter found that he had just been: 
released from prison.
